Dock Combine in Japan. 

Sume negotintions have been in pro- 
gress (says the Kuhe Chronicle) with tho 
ebject of securing the amalgamation of the 
Ishikawajima Shipbuilding Yard and ‘the 
Uraga Shipbuilding Yard. The Ishiknwajima 
yard is near Tokyo ond tho Uzaga yard out, 
sido Yokohama, ‘The former any fairly 
claim to be the uldest shipbuilding yard in 
Japan. It was originally proposed that the 
Government dockyard shoutd he established 
at Ishikawajima, but tho'locality was found 
unsuited for the building of large vessels, 
and Yokosuka was ultimately fixed upon. 
Meanwhile a Private company established a 
small dockyard at Ishikawajima, andappears 
to have done a fair business, ono or two 
stnall gunboats having Leon built thore some 
years ago. The Uraga shipbuilding yard is 
one of the latest established, and it is 
apparently thought that an amalgamation 
will be to the advantage of both parties. A 
hitch, however, has occurred in the negotia- 
tions, the Uraga company objecting to the 
high valuation of the older company. 
Whether this will cause the praposed 


amalgamation fo fall through ray a6 yot 
be stated, 


Trained Inspectors Wanted.

The Military Tattoo and Concert that 
was given last night in aid of the fund 
for tho widow anil childtoh of ‘tho late 
JArmouror Sergeant A. Williams, R.W.¥., 
commenced gunctually at nine o'élock, 
and turned out to be ono of the mort sue- 
cessful open-air spectacles ever witnessed 
in “Hongkong.

Detnila of the Crime. 


The following details from ‘tho . Singa- 
pore Free Press of the 28th August amplify 
the special telegrams we publiched on the 
28th ult. — 


A serious affuie occurred on board’ the 
SS. Beanwhr yesterday afternoon, while 
this vessel, which arrived that morning 
froin London, was taking in cargo at Tan- 
jong Pagar wharf, the second officer Mr R. 
W. Jones being stabbed to death by one 
of the crew, 

It appoara that the deceased was au- 
perintending the worl:ing of the cargo and 
went dewn the after he'd of the ateamer at 
about 2 pin. when.he found FE, Lourney, 
an Italian able-seaman, asleep at his duty, 
which was to seo that the carge was pro- 
perly stored in the hatch, On Mr Jones 
reprimanding Lournay on his conduct, the 
Itatinn used a vile expression towards him, 
and ‘the oflicer thereupon atruck the Italian, 
who immueiiately drew his shoath knife 
and savagely stabbed the deceased in the 
ahdemen. None of the ship's crew saw the 
deed, but thesteredore’s coolics, working in 


the hold, witnessed the whole affiir.

Singapore may be, hy means of a rigidly
